Tlirce weeks or So ago water was

pumped into the new city roservoir on
the hill until it stood ton or twelve foot
deep, and there it remained until last
Saturday, not even failing as much as

it was expected to (rain evaporation.
Tills was because the air wag very damp,
and much rain and dew fell.
Saturday evening the water wax all

allowed to run out, and the Worthingtonpump in the power house was set
to work and the liasin pumped even full.
Last evening it was to all appearances
exactly as full as when the pump
stopped working. Tliorc wasnoleakagc,
evidently. The water will probably bo
allowed to remain for several weeks.
This experiment is expected to settle
the question, if, indeed, any question
now exists, whether the reservoir will
reserve. The members of tlio water
board arc understood to have no doubt
thot it will hold wuter, aud tlio oxperimontnow In progress is made simply
to mako assurance doubly sure.

A very lively and spirited meoting of
tho coal miners' local union 454, of Yorkville,was held at that placo yesterday

ensue. Some of tho men lmvo been notifiedindividually to return to work,

union's idem The meeting was public,
nnd was attended bv over 220 people.
It was in tho open air opposite tho company'sstore. After fully discussing tho
affair, a committee was appointed to
wait oa Manager Kwing and state their
case and say that they would not return
to work until all the men were taken
back. Tho manager replied that ho
would hire whom no pleased. This was
renortod to tho meeting, nnd it was decidedto continue tho strike, which has
been on for over three months. SeveralHungarians have been engaged
from .Short Creek, but whether thoy
will take tho strikers' places cannot lie
said. ,
